Little Rock, Ark., June 17.—(4)— 
Chief of Police Martin, of Newport. 
Ark., arrived at the state penitentiary 
late tonight with Deputy Sheriff 
George Johnson, of Newport, who is 
to be held there for safekeeping pend- 
ing preliminary hearing soon on a 
first degree murder charge for the 
shooting to death of Glenn Quay, 22, 
at: Newport late yesterday. 

Johnson was first taken to the 
county jail at Batesville, after threats 
were made by angry citizens incensed 
at what they described as wnwarrant- 
ed use of a pistol by an officer. Quay 
was arrested by Johnson on a charge 
of drunkenness and as the two neared 
the door of the jail Quay broke and 
ran. Johnson, according to Sheriff 
I). I. Nanee, opened fire, the bullet 
striking the yoyth in the back and 
piercing his abdomen. Quay died early 


today.

GEORGIA DEPUTY 
CHARGED WITH MURDER.

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APPROVAL 1S GIVEN 


TQ FINANGE SHEET 
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$57,586 Increase in Re- 
ceipts and $57,353 in Ex- 
penditures Carried in 
June Paper. 


A finance sheet carrying a net fn- 
crease of $57,586.01 in receipts and 
$57,353.35 in expenditures was adopt- 
ed Monday afternoon by city council 
by unanimous vote. The sheet was in- 
troduced and explained by Council- 
man Wiley L. Moore, of the seventh 
ward, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee. 

Increases in city revenue will 
amount to $122,548.01, while de- 
creases will be $64,062, according to 
Mr. Moore. The expenditure increase 
is $117,306.66 while the decrease is 
$57,953.31. 

The decreases in revenue follow: 
General tax, 1929, $46,162; street pav- 
ing bills, $15,000; real estate rents, 
$1,500, and park privileges, $2,500. 

Increases in Receipts. 

The increases in receipts are: Gen- 
eral tax 1928, $9,150; marshal’s deeds, 
$4,000; dog tax, $500; business li- 
censes, $5,QU0; recorder’s court fines, 
$14,000; sewer account, 1928, $13,- 
961.01; boxing commission, $1,000; 
street repair bills, $4,000; Peters 
street widening, $1,957; water re- 
ceipts, $20,000; Cyclorama receipts,

Washington, June 17.—(#)—By one 
vote the senate today defeated at- 
tempts to confine tariff revision at 
the special session to agriculture and 
related products, 

After six hours of debate, the pro- 
posal of Senator Borah, republican, 
Idaho, designed to limit the pro- 


posed readjustment solely in behalf 
of the farmer, was turned down by 
oY to 38. 

By a similar vote the senate re- 
jected an amendment to the Borah 
proposal, which would have embraced 
within the revision other lines of in- 
dustry besides agriculture which have 
shown a falling off in,recent years 
due to insurmountable ‘foreign com- 
petition, | 

The language contained in 
amendment, which was offered by 
Senator Jones, of Washington, the 
assistant republican leader, was the 
same as that used by President Hoo- 
ver in his message to the special 
session, : 

Party lines were shattered on both

them being the vote of Senator John- 
son, republican, California, who op- 
posed both proposals and thereby 
brought about the defeat of the Bo- 
rah plan, 


Voted for Proposal. 


Thirteen republicans, mostly inde- 
pendents, voted for the Borah reso- 
lution along with 25 democrats, while 

republicans were joined by seven 
democrats in opposition. The same 
line-up against Borah voted for Jones 
amendinent, with the exception of 
Johnson—who joined the 13 repub- 
licans and 25 democrats who ap- 
proved the Borah plan in opposition 
to the Washington senators amend- 
ment.

UNTIL AUGUST 13 
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House Will Vote Today 
on Vacation—Tariff Bill 
Is Not Ready for Con- 
sideration. 


Washington, June 17.—(4)—The 
senate voted overwhelmingly today to 
recess from Wednesday night until 
August 19 to await the tariff bill, 
and the house will concur tomorrow 
asking a vacation for itself until the 
middle of September. 

Enactment of the $151,500,000 farm 
relief appropriation earlier in the 
day completed work on the extra ses- 
sion program of President Hoover ex- 
cept for the tariff measure, now be- 
fore the senate finance committee. 

Senator Watson, of Indiana, the 
republican leader, proposed the re- 
cess. He waited, however, to make 
certain of the defeat of the Borah 
resolution proposing to restrict the 
finance committee to revision of the 
tariff measure to agricultural prod- 
ucts only. He had declared no re- 


cess would be sanctioned if the reso- 
lution were adopted. Senator Borah 
lost my only one vote, 39 to 38. 

The program brings the _ senate 

back in session in the midst of sum- 
mer but the republican leaders insist- 
ed upon this after an agreement was 
not forthcoming ‘fixing a definite 
time for a vete in the fall on tariff. 
The finance committee has declared 
it will have the house tariff bill ready 
for the senate by the middle of Au- 
gust. 
House leaders. have been threat- 
ening nat to sanction the fansite re- 
cess ubless a date is set first for a 
yote on ‘the tariff bith. . Speaker Lang- 
worth deelared tonight, however, that 
he would favor the vacation, keliev- 
ing the senate would hate ample time 
to finish the measure before the open- 
ing of the regular session in Decem- 
ber if it returns August 19.

STEPS 10 EFFEC! 
FARM AID TAKEN 


Both Branches of Gov- 
ernment Active Carry- 
ing Out New Law Intend- 
ed as Boon to Farmer. 


Washington, June 17.—(?)—Both 
the executive and tegislative branches 
of the government fixed their atten- 
tion today on carrying out the. new 
law intended as a boon to the farmer. 

President Hoover busied himself on 
determination of the eight men _ he 
will choose to compose the federal 
farm board, and congress ct the same 
time was appropriating $151,500,000 
for that board to use in its initial ef- 


forts toward making agriculture uni- 
formly profitable. 

The president recommended the 
appropriation early in the day, the 
house approved it with little debate 
and the senate adopted the house 
resolution with no debate. Mr. Hoover 
doubtless will sign it seon, thus cre-. 
ating the first $150,000,000 portion 
of the $500,000,000 revolving fund 
authorized by the farm relief law. 
The remaining $1,500,000 of the 
money appropriated is for expenses ; 
of the farm board. 

List Is Given. 

The list of potential nominees to 
the board grows daily, one addition 
made today being Sherman Houston, 
of Malta Bend, Mo. Senator Patter- 
son and Representative Palmer, of 
that state, described him to Presi- 
dent Hoover as “a real dirt farmer.” 
They said Mr. Hoover gave no indi- 
cation of his intentions concerning 
the board’s make-up. 

Developments saw no lessening of 
the speculation on James C. Stone, 
of Kentucky, and Carl Williams, of 
Oklahoma, as board members. They 
are being backed by various farm or- 
ganizations. 

There was not a dissenting voice 
in the house after Chairman Wood, 
of. the appropriations committee, ask- 
ed that the rules be suspended to make 
the appropriation. Several democrats, 
including Representative Garner, of 
Texas, the leader, said they favored 
giving the board the full $500,000,000, 

Need Preliminary Sum. 

Wood called attention to the letter 
of the president, in which he said that 
“the additional amounts which will be 
needed by the board cannot be deter- 
mined except by the board itself, but 
48 congress might shortly recess I 
have thought it desirable that a pre- 
liminary sum should be provided.” 

“If the board finds it necessary to 
have further funds it should be pos- 
sible to make provision for them in 
ample time as congress will no doubt 

in session by the time they are 
required,” the letter added. 

Under the farm relief act, the 
money would be used by the board in 
making loans to co-operative market- 
ing agencies and for setting up stab- 
ilization corporations to take. from 
the market price-depressing surpluses. 

Several of the middle western 
house members have suggested that 
among the first actions of the board 
probably would be a move toward the 
stabilization of the wheat’ market.

Electric Chair Seen for 
Confessed Slayer After 
Jury Fails To Recom- 
mend Mercy. : 


Macon, Ga., June 17.—(#)—A 19- 
year-old itinerant painter, Earl Man- 
chester, who confessed that he killed 
his roommate, James Parks, 25, for a 
promised $1,000 “insurance money,” 
was convicted tonight of murder, and 
his punishment automatically fixed at 
death in the electric chair. 

The trial was surprisingly short, 
lasting only 10 hours, and the jury 
considered its verdict for about a half 
hour. 

The state based its plea for the 
death penalty on Manchester's signed 
confession, which said Mrs. J. C. Pow- 
ers, 71-year-old landlady, inspired the 
erime because she was beneficiary of 
a $14,000 insurance policy on Parks’ 
life. R. C. Crumpton, of Lakeland, 
Fla., was the state’s principal witness, 
testifying that Manchester had tried 
to hire him to kill a “man,” shortly 
before Parks’ body was found beside 
Ocmulgee river on May 28. He had 
been slain the night before. 

Then Manchester took the stand to 
read an unsworn and unchallenged 
atatement, which repeated his confes- 
sion, and pictured himself .as a mother- 
less youth, who was pursuaded to com- 
mit murder by a woman who was “just 
like a-mother to me.” Declaring that

Arnold is expected to fly here from 
Hollywood, Cal., where he has been 
since his resignation from the army, 
shortly after he obtained is divorce. 
He now is connggted with the motion 
picture industry.

They might, if it were not for the in- 
tense activity of some of the wealthy 
and influential Jeaders against this 
plan, which, as a matter of justice to 
the present taxpayers of the city, 
who are paying an overwhelming pro- 
portion of the county taxes also, 
should have been put into effect long 
ago. 

“The only way for annexation to be 
put through is for the city of Ajlanta, 
through its councilmen who are sup- 
posed to represent’ the city itself and 
rot the wealthy expatriates on its

outskirts; to assert its rights and take 
in this territory.” 
Council Evenly Divided. 

Votes on the annexation papers 
showed council almost evenly divided, 
so that the switching of a few men- 
bers from annexation to anti-annexa- 
tion resulted in a complete undoing of 
everything accomplished in passage of 
the first two papers. Votes on the 
papers were in the neighborhood of 
17-32, 17-14 all the way through the 
session. In explaining their votes dur- 
ing the latter part of the session, after 
the tabling became epidemic, members 
of council expressed themselves as 
changing their votes in order to avoid 
discrimination. 

The annexation papers went to coun- 
cil with a favorable majority report of 
the charter revision committee after a 
morning spent by the committee in ef- 
fecting a compromise. The final voie 
of the committee recorded Alderman 
Ed Gilliam, chairman; Alderman Rob- 
ert Gann and Alderman P. L. Moon 
as favoring annexation and Council- 
men James IL. Wells and W. G. 
Cooper as opposing the papers. The 
various parcels of land were consid- 
ered separately. 

Saunders Objects. 

When the charter revision commit- 
tee reported, Councilman W. FE. Saun- 
ders, of the twelfth ward, objected to 
consideration of the measures on the 
ground that they were not the same 
papers referred to the committee, and 
asked that they be referred back to the 
committee. Alderman J. Allen Couch, 
of the fifth ward, as temporary chair- 
man, ruled the papers in order, and 
Was supported in this action by As- 
sistant City Attorney Courtland SS.

One of the most tragic figures was 
Pilot Captain R. J. Brailli, who re- 
mained on bward the tiny Belgian 
trawler Gaby, which did such heroic 
work in rescuing the passengers and 
carrying out the salvage.

It seemed to 
us as if the pilot tried to right her 
at the last moment but could not.

I. C. C. REVISES 
FREIGHT RATES 


ON SAND, GRAVEL 


Washington, June 17.—(/)—A re- 
vised scale of freight rates was pre- 
scribed today by the interstate com- 
merce commission on sand, gravel, 
crushed stone, shells and related com- 
modities taking the same rates in car- 
loads in the southwest. 

Unjust discrimination was found to 
exist by reason of intrastate rates be- 
tween points in Louisiana, west of the 
Mississippi river, including points on 
both banks of the river. 


The ~wajority opinion by Chairman 


Lewis prescribed a general scale of 
rates ranging from 50 cents per ton 


for 10 miles and under to $3.50 per 
ton for 800 miles and ruled in gen- 
eral that when interstate rates exceed 
this scale they would be found unrea- 
sonable. Slightly higher rates, how- 
ever, were permitted for certain ter- 
ritory. 

Commnissioner Eastman in a dissent- 
ing opinion, said the rates prescribed 
were lower for shorter distances than 
those which .previously had been or- 
dered in southern and central terri- 
tory.

PAPER INDUSTRY. 


The paper business has . looked 
bright in recent weeks. A fine vol- 
ume of sales makes optimistic re- 
ports quite common. It will soon 
be apparent, however, that the in- 
dustry is looking bright under an ar- 
tificial light, a temporary reflection 
from white-heat activity in many lines 


of business. 

In the period from January 1 to 
the end of May the Brookmire Index 
of business activity averaged more 
than 10 per cent above normal. Mean- 
while paper requirements have been 
heavy—more letters and invoices sent, 
more packages wrapped, more paper 
boxes needed; magazines and newspa- 
pers filled with full page—even 10 
page—advertisements; and even more 
ticker tape used, although this years 
welcomes of returning heroes have 
been fewer. In brief, consumption of 
paper has been unusually high. ° 

More than a year ago it was evi- 
dent that the paper industry was go- 
ing to cuffer from over-capacity. But 
with consumption high in the last half 
year, little has been done to correct 
matters. Although some steps, such 
as the Ontario newsprint agreement, 
have been taken, the necessary dras- 
tic action has been discouraged. _ 

When business moderates, even if 
only by the unusual seasonal amount, 
sales of paper will fall off. It is 
probable that a moderate business re- 
cession will begin shortly and that 
the last half of 1929 will see more 
than the normal seasonal slackening 
in several industries. Over-capacity 
and the several obvious weaknesses 
of the few half-hearted steps taken 
so far will then become more appar- 


ent. 

While the ensuing keen eompeti- 
tion will not be pleasant, the way 
will be cleared for remedial action, 
and the interrupted correction of the 
industry’s faults can be resumed in 
dead earnest. Elimination of excess 
capacity, probably with price reduc- 
tions in paper products, and poor 
financial statements from the paper 
mills will be the order of procedure 
in the coming year. 


In 1928 the mining income of Can- 
ada showed a 10 per cent’ increase 
over that of 1927. Few previous 
years saw such rapid growth. 


Storage eggs are in moderate sup- 
ply, but the deficiency can easily be 
made up in a short time under fa- 
vorable conditions, as holdings are 
usually small at this time of the 
year. 


Exports of rubber tires will prob- 
ably expand materially as a_ result 
of the large shipments of automo-

JACK DEMPSEY 


STILL PUZZLED 
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ABOUT RETURN 


May Box in Mexico If He * 


Can Get in 
Shape. 


_ By Robert Edgren. 

New York, June 17.—Jack 
Dempsey may tight somebody 
for the heavyweight champion- 
ship at Agua Caliente, across 
the Mexican line, this coming 
winter. 

There might be some precedent for 
Jack Dempsey’s reclaiming the heavy- 
weight title, as last holder, with Tun- 
retired. 

September 8. 1908, Billy Papke 
knocked out Middleweight Champion 
Stanley Ketchel in 12 rounds. The 
following November 26 Ketchel won 
back the title by knocking out Papke 
in 11 rounds. In 1909 Ketchei beat 
Papke in a 20-round champienship 
fight. In 1910 Ketchel was shot and 
killed by a farm hand on a Missouri 
farm he was visiting. 

Papke claimed the middleweight ti- 
tle as last holder, and was recognized 
as champion until he was beaten by 
Cyclone Johnny Thompson in Aus- 
tralia a year or two later. and by 
Frank Klaus in Paris in 1913. 

HEAVYWEIGHT MUDDLE. 

(in the other hand, Bob Fitzsim- 
mons did not try to reclaim the heavy- 
weight sitle when Jeffries retired from 
the ring, although he had knocked out 
Sharkey and Ruhlin and still ranked 
next to Jeffries. 

Reclaiming the title, Dempsey would 
at least outclass the rest of the heavy- 
weights, and if he is to fight again 
he'll be the attraction and the oth- 
ers just on the outside looking in.

How can 
anybody know? He doesn’t know 
himself. 

That’s the real explanation of the 
air of mystery Dempsey carries around 
with him. He is extremely anxious 
to do something “big.” It isn’t easy 
to drop out of the picture entirely 
after several years in front of . the 
crowds and cameras as champion. 

Dempsey ran the Sharkey-Stribling 
match at Miami Beach after Rick- 
ard’s death, and made a financial suc- 
cess of what couldn't be anything but 
a pugilistic fizzle, with both men no- 
toriously inclined to stall. It was 
the glamor that stfl hangs around 
the name of the greatest “socker’ 
that drew a crowd. Sharkeye and 
Stribling were the side show. But 
that could happen only once.

W hile doctors scold and fashion 
writers insist that curves are coming

(good a break as grapefruit. Not quite, 
for the average consumption of grape- 
; fruit is one and one-half per day, bu: 
Some days the victim consumes three 
eggs and hardly a day passes that she 
doesn’t down at least one tomato.
